little Catechism, 3 


Many good parents want their children in our 
schools in order that they might have special moral 
guidance. They think of it in terms of a “finishing 
school” where young characters, far beyond the 
ordinary, are formed. But they seem to be in the 
minority. The child wants to belong to fraternities 
and sororities and parents give them encouragement 


—and that is why many of them want to go to state 
universities.

Much is being written in current magazines to- 
day about such fraternities and sororities, and what 
is written is net at all faverable. The greatest evil in 
society today, throughout the world—the evil for 
which God has been punishing the World for many 
years—is that of looseness of morals. 


Youths in high school where the moral law is 
not even interpreted, and students in secular colleges 
and universities who never had any sound religious 
or moral instruction, are certainly not the ones among 
whom our own should mingle in a friendly manner.

There 
would be no sense im having them if they were not 
to be “different”"—to form good characters, to lead 
youths to the altar not only with the highest ideSls, 
but as “virgins,” so that they will deserve a big bless- 
ing on themselves and, as the Church prays, on “their 
children's children to the third and fourth genera- 
tion.” 

Your Bishop and clergy would become immense- 
ly happy if all parents cooperated with the school to 
guide their. children along these lines. You parents 
must be “different” when there is question of faith or 
morals; your children must be “different.” If they 
are not, we have every reason to believe that the 
future of your children and their children will not be 
happy.

WHAT do you think of Billy Graham's radio and television'|

t is true that two texts (Rom. 3:28 and Gal. 2:16) in St 
Paul's Episties, lifted from their context, would seem to support 


the “salvation by faith only,” but that they ere not to be so in- 
terpreted is clear from fifty other texts which appear in St. 
Paul's Epistles that are in complete contradiction to these. 

Read verses ahead of those two texts and you will note that 
St. Paul was talking to converts from Judaism, who insisted on 
the continuation of the observance of Old Testament religious 
practices, and who also insisted on the Gentile converts to 
Christianity conforming to the Jewish practice of Circumcision 
and of certain other ceremonial ordinances. 


St. Paul was pointing out to his Jewish converts that prac- 
tically everything in the Old Law was related to the New, which 


was to embrace both Jew and Gentile, and that even in the Old 
Law salvation did not depend on the performance of “works of 
the law.” It did depend on faith—the future Messias, and obser- 
vance of the Ten Commandments, as it still does after proposing 
faith in Christ and Baptism. 


Accept His Teachings Too 

But “what is faith in Christ?” It certainly does not consist 
in merely accepting Him as one’s personal Savior. It means ac- 
cepting Him and all His teachings and all His promises. But Billy 
Graham's converts are not asked to believe in any other teaching 
of Christ; they are not told that they must be baptized. They are 
not asked whether they have been remarried after divorce. 

St. Paul, in the 13th Chapter of his First Epistle to the Cor- 
inthians, points out that faith is of practically no value without 
charity, and by charsty he does not mean what we usually under- 
stand by that word, namely, helping the poor and the destitute 
because, in that chapter, St. Paul writes: “If I should distribute 
all my goods to feed the poor, and if I should deliver my body to 
distribute “all one goods to the poor” is certainly charity in the 
modern sense, but not in the sense of St. Pau). In his letter to the 
Galatians (5:6) he “We are justified by faith that 
worketh by charity.” 

He had also said: “If I should have prophecy and should 
know all mysteries, and all knowledge, and if I should have all 
faith, so that I could remove mountains, and have not charity, I 
am nothing.”

IVILIZATION will return to 
peace and order when it 
“enters into itself”: ie. reflects 


upon the end and purpose of being 
a man 

We cannot talk of building a 
social or economic order for man 
unless we know the purpose of a 
man, any more than an architect 
can build a house unless he knows 
the nature of the one to dwell in it. 
If a dog is to live in it, it will be a 
dog house; if a criminal is to live 
in it, it will be a penitentiary.

They range 
from the Alumni Association of the 
National Catholic School of Social 
Service of the Catholic University } 
of America through the St. Pat-' 
rick’s Club and Sodality for De | 
ferred Vocations to the Young) 
Men's Institute. ) 

Each organization appeals to a 
different group of ple. Some 
parishioners may belong to more 
than one, which is good for those 
who have the time, energy and tal- | 
ents; all of us can belong to at least | 
one. 

For make no mistake, the Cath-/ 
olic Church needs the help of its | 
lay members; the priests and sis 
ters can't carry on the work alone. | 
Christ Himself gathered a group | 
of people around Him to help; and | 
He, too, picked a variety—tax col- | 
lectors, fishermen, and so on. That | 
was the beginning of the move- 
ment which we have since come 
to call Catholic Action—the laity 
banded together under the direc. 
tion of its priests to do God's work. 


Which Are Yours? 


Catholic Action takes a number 
of forms, too many to even list 
here. For young people, there are

The ladies have a special or 
ganization of their own—the Na 
tional Council of Catholic Women, 
which embraces more than 7,200 
groups of women. In our own par- 
ish, to give an example, we have 
the Catholic Business and Pro 
fessional Women, the Cancer Aux 
iliary, the Medical Missions Aux- 
iliary, the Sacred Heart Alumni 
Association, and the Notre Dame 
Book Shop. 

But you don't like meetings; too 
many gossips sitting around and 
talking? Then join the Altar So 
ciety, where you ean work under 
the feet of the Crucified Jesus, de- 
corating and cleaning the altar 
where He dies every day’ Or try 
the Christophers, which have no 
meetings at all' 

If the payment of dues and the 

purchase of tickets bother you, try 
the Christophers again—no dues, 
either. 
_ But maybe you can't get to meet- 
ings; your work keeps you busy, 
at home or elsewhere. Well, you 
can belong to the League of the 
Sacred Heart, which has prayer 
as its primary objective. And many 
of your church societies will wel- 
come you at their monthly Com- 
munions—even if you can't go to 
night meetings or stay for the 
breakfast after Mass. 

After all, practically all Cath- 
olic societies have this purpose in 
their constitutions: the sanctifica- 
tien of their members. If you can't 
attend meetings with the Holy 
Name Society or the Catholic 
Daughters of America, you can at

als Talk, Catholics Act To 


Meet Refugee Housing Needs 


HILE many civie groups in Hong Kong have been talking for three | 

years about the problem of providing shelter for some two mil- 

lion refugees from~-China, Catholic groups quietly have been building 
homes for displaced families 

“What cannot be forgiven is the tardy and ineffective manner that 
officials who are in charge of squatter resettlement have gone about 
their work.” commented the Heng Keng Standard in a recent editorial 
“By their unrealistic approach to the problem, in three to four years 
they have only been able to induce a handful of squatters to move into 
gévernment-approved resettlement huts, leaving the majority of the 
poorer squatters to fend for themselves as best they could .. 

“The Roman Catholic Welfare Committee, without any fanfare, has 
successfully erected . . . good, livable huts cheaply and within the 
means of most squatters ... Vast possibilities have been opened up by 
this excellent pioneering in cheap housing, and the Urban Council, 
ostensibly determined now to solve once and for al! the squatters’ prob 
lem, should take a lead from the Catholics and apply their techniques 
to the task.” 

One of the first Catholic groups to start building houses for refu- 
gees was the Maryknoll Sisters. After conducting a public drive for 
funds, they erected 71 duplex cottages with cement foundations, sand- 
brick walls. and asbestos roofs. Each building is designed to house two 
families of five persons and contains two large roo two kitchens 
and two baths. The cottages were given to destitute families outright, 
with no strings attached 

While those homes for some 7,000 people by no means solved al! 
the housing problems, they at least demonstrated what could be done 
by hard work and cooperation. Maryknoli Fathers who conduct chapels, 
schools, dispensaries and information centers in iour of the island's 
nineteen refugee camps report that most of the people still live in pa 
thetic huts fashioned from pieces of rusty tin, straw matting, cardboard, 
old five-gallon gasoline cans, and tar paper 

Another group, the Catholic Welfare Committee, experimented 
with various types of low cost housing. The committee came up with a 
suitable “houselette” costing less than half the price of models con 
sidered by the loca] officials. Constructed of sand-bricks and asbestos 
roofing, each “houselette” has a kitchen, a combined lving room- 

m. cement floor and three windows 

“Not very large, but better than 6.000 huts and better than as many 
windowless one-room apartments.” comments Father Paul Duchesne, 
Maryknol!l Missioner who directs Catholic Weifare work. “The little 
house may not be the answer, but it is most definitely half the answer 
since it is half the price. A little more thought by civic minded persons 
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‘may yet bring up the solution to the supposedly impossible housing

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Fair Prices For Farmers 
By FATHER O'ROURKE 


The only new Implication over 
the current quarrel over price sup- 
ports is our forgetting that it is a 
very old quarrel. Ever since the 
days of the ancient Egyptians, far- 
mers have incurred great risks in 
production and have labored under | 
disadvantages in marketing the | 
things they grow. There is no evi- 
dence that these problems will be 
removed in the forseeable future. 


Illogical and dangerous, then, | 
are suggestions that our Govern-| 
ment should keep hands off of agri-| 
culture and let prices be determin- | 
ed on free markets. “Parity in the) 
market place” is a cruelly decep-| 
tive slogan. Farmers will not re-| 
ceive parity prices if those prices 
are determined by supply and de- 
demand alone. 


Free Enterprise 


Price a and consequent 
regulation of production and mark- 
eting are often condemned as in- 
terferences in free enterprise. We 
reply that there is little free enter- 
prise in the American economy to- 
day. Free markets subject only to 
the law of supply and demand do 
not exist. 


In the struggle for control over 
production and marketing, farmers 
are at a disadvantage. It is more 
difficult to limit the output of 
crops and livestock than shoes 
and automobiles. Soil, climate and 
other natural conditions make it 
difficult for farmers to change to a 
new product if he is dissastisfied 
with the prices offered for the 
things he is growing. Moreover, 
it is impossible for the 6 million 


farmers engaged in agricultare to 
exercise the same 
trol over production and market- 
ing as that effected by the relative- 
ly small numbers of producers of 
other commodities. 


Our Government's farm program, 
therefore, is merely an effort to 
equalize bargaining power among 
the industries, not to give farmers 
an unfair advantage. 


Distributive Justice 


It might seem, however, that 
there is injustice in farm subsi- 
dies and price supports. Tax monies 
derived from non-agricultural peo- 
ple as wall as farmers are being 
utilized to boost farm income 


Let us review the principles of 
distributive justice which is the 
basis of these practices. According 
to distributive justice those in 
charge of the nation’s Treasury 
should make distributions among 
the people of our nation in propor- 
tion to their needs and their im- 
port to the nation. 


Hence, if farmers require more 
help than railroads and if the na- 


tion would suffer should the far’ 


mers get inadequate prices for 
their products—the Government 


may and must give more help to: 


farmers than to railroads. This, 


therefore, brings us to the heart, 


of the matter: Do farmers need 
governmental help? 


How Secure Are Farmers? 


The prosperity of American far- 
mers during the past decade has 
led many to conclude that they are 
completely able to take care of 
themselves. On the contrary, the 


farmers of our nation spent $23.4. 


billion growing last year's crops 
which absorbed 63 percent of their 


gross earning. Never before have 


farmers been so vulnerable to 
Sharp fluctuations in prices. Twen- 
ty years ago when prices went 
down farmers merely relied upon 
their own products for much of 
their food, fuel and shelter. In face 
of similar income deficits the far- 
mers of 1953 would surely go bank- 
rupt. 


Farming is not the same as other 
difference | 


businesses—the great 
consisting in the fact that 98 per 
cent of the farms in America today 
are family farms. This means that 
a family depends upon each farm 
for its support. In the majority of 
cases a year or two of low income 
would mean suffering for the fami- 
ly concerned.

Receives Pilgrims 


With his health improved the 
Pontiff has done his best to re- 
ceive the greatest possible num- 
ber of pilgrims in audience. But at 
the insistence of his doctor the 
Pope may not stop to chat with 
individuais after the formal ad- 
dress as was his previous custom. 
He is now carried out of the hall 
on the gestatorial chair immediate- 
ly after his talk. 


Special audiences to small 
groups have been practically eli- 
minated as too taxing for the 
Pontiff's strength. This may well 
become a general rule for the 
future. It has long been the opin- 
ion of most persons in the Vatican 
that the Pope should have spared 
himself in this matter much earlier 
than he has done. It is pointed out 
that it is only the firm stand of 
his doctors and close collaborators 
that keeps the Pontiff from again 
taking on his former heavy sched- 
ule of many taxing audiences. 


Speaking in French to the Sor- 
bonne students, the Pope said: 


“The Church's tasks internally 
and externally demand—today 
more than ever, We insistently say 
—that Christians be solid in the 
faith and irreprehensible in life. 
The slothful can neither conquer 
the earth nor gain heaven.” 


Conflict Impessible 


He urged them to remember in 
their studies that a conflict be- 
tween faith and scientific truth is 
impossible because both nature 
and revelation come from God. 


Alerting them to the demands of 
social justice, the Pope related that 
some might be tempted to say that 
the Church “has placed the ques 


tion of the workingman too far for- | 


ward among her concerns.” 


We would never admit such a 
reproach, the Pope stated, adding: 
“Always remember the Church is 
the Church of all. It is for all and
